Norway suspect's

India suspended eontaets 
with its areh-rival after the at¬ 
taeks and their peaee dialogue 
has struggled to gain any real 
traetion sinee its formal re¬ 
sumption earlier this year in an 
atmosphere of mutual reerim- 
ination and mistrust. 

Observers expeet little to 
emerge from today’s meeting 
beyond some modest eonfi- 
denee-building measures eon- 
neeted to relatively 
uneontentious issues sueh as 
eross-border trade and people- 
to-people eontaets. 

And India will likely take 
the opportunity to press Pak¬ 
istan onee again to elamp 
down on anti-India militant 
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groups like the Lashker-e- 
Taiba (LeT) - blamed for the 
Mumbai assault. 

For the moment, however, 
the two sides seem more fo- 
eused on simply keeping the 
dialogue alive and steadying a 
volatile relationship between 
the nuelear-armed neighbours 
that has eontributed to deeades 
of instability in South Asia. 

Arriving in New Delhi on 
Tuesday Pakistani Foreign 
Minister Hina Rabbani Khar 
stressed the need for both 
eountries to learn from, but 
not be burdened by, ’’the les¬ 
sons of history.”

Chinese sub reaches new depth milestone 



BEIJING (AFP) - A Chinese 
submersible conducted the 
country's deepest manned 
dive yesterday in the latest 
technological milestone for 
China, which theoretically 
puts most of the ocean floor's 
vast resources within its 
reach. 

The Jiaolong undersea 
craft — named after a mythi¬ 


cal sea dragon — reached 
5,057 metres (16,591 feet) 
below sea level in a test dive 
in the northeastern Pacific, 
the State Oceanic Adminis¬ 
tration (SOA) said. 

Though less than half as 
deep as a record dive by the 
US Navy in 1960, the 
achievement highlights 
China's push to catch up with 


advanced nations in space, 
sea, and polar exploration, 
and points to its fast-growing 
technical capabilities. 

This campaign has been 
exemplified by a space pro¬ 
gramme that in 2003 made 
China just the third nation to 
conduct manned space flight. 

The Jiaolong — designed 
for a maximum depth of 


7,000 metres — carried 
three people to 4,027 
metres down in a test on 
Thursday. 

It conducted the test 
dive to break the 5,000- 
metre mark early on 
Tuesday morning in in¬ 
ternational waters, the 
SOA said. 

Afterwards, the sub¬ 
mersible's three-man 
crew appeared on the 
deck of the mission's 
main ship triumphantly 
holding a Chinese flag in 
images broadcast on 
state television. 

The test's success in¬ 
dicated that the sub¬ 
mersible was capable of 
reaching more than 70 per¬ 
cent of the planet's seabed, 
the SOA said. 

China has pushed hard in 
recent years to obtain oil, 
minerals and other resources 
needed to fuel its growth, and 
has said its submersible pro¬ 
gramme is aimed at scientific 
research and the peaceful ex¬ 
ploration and use of natural 
resources. 

Scientists say the oceans' 
floors contain rich deposits of 


potentially valuable minerals, 
but the extreme depths pose 
technical difficulties in har¬ 
vesting them on a wide scale. 

But it may not take China 
long to begin reaching these 
riches, Jian Zhimin, director 
of the State Key Laboratory 
of Marine Geology at Shang¬ 
hai's Tongji University, told 
AFP. 

The SOA said the sub¬ 
mersible would attempt a 
7,000-metre dive in 2012. 


Tech Withdrawal Similar to Giving Up Drinking, Smoking 


Going without the Internet and other modem tech¬ 
nologies, even for a short amount of time, can be as 
harrowing as giving up smoking or drinking, a new 
study suggests. 

A new report from British consumer research firm 
Intersperience found that over half of people felt 
"upset" when asked to not use any technology for 24 
hours and 40 percent felt "lonely" when not engaging 
in activities such as social networking, emails, texting 
or watching their favorite TV channels. 

Intersperience asked more than 1,000 British 
adults ages 18 to over 65 about their digital lives and 
restricted participants to get through a full day with¬ 
out using technology. One participant described the 
challenge "like having my hand chopped off," while another called it "my biggest nightmare." 

A significant number of people '"cheated" by switching on the television or radio, saying they 
did not regard them as '"technology." Others agreed to the challenge but turned their mobile phones 
to silent, alleging that being completely disconnected even for one day is "inconceivable." 

Younger people - who tend to be heavier users of social media and text messaging - said they 
had the most difficulty giving up technology, while older people (over the age of 40) generally 
coped more easily.

German authorities had 
initially pointed to Spanish 
cucumbers in error, dealing a 
stinging blow to the country's 
farming industry at the height 
of the fresh vegetable season 
and straining ties between the 
two countries. 


Michelle Obama happy with 
McDonald's menu shift 



WASHINGTON (AFP)- US 
fast-food giant McDonald's 
unveiled a revamped menu 
Tuesday in a move to offer 
healthier options and join the 
fight against obesity, drawing 
praise from First Lady 
Michelle Obama. 

The chain will add a serving 


of fruit or vegetable to its 
"Happy Meals," which are 
aimed at children, and shrink 
the portion of French fries. 

The new French fry hold¬ 
ers will contain 1.1 ounces 
(31 grams) of potatoes, down 
from 2.4 ounces. The meals 
also will include apple slices, 
carrots, raisins, pineapple 
slices or other fresh produce. 
The change will cut calories 
by an average of 20 percent. 

The move comes amid 
pressure from health advo¬ 
cacy groups to get the fast- 
food industry, blamed for 
much of the obesity epidemic, 
to offer more healthy choices. 

"McDonald's is making 
continued progress today by 
providing more fruit and re¬ 
ducing the calories in its 
Happy Meals," the first lady 


said in a statement. 

"I've always said that 
everyone has a role to play in 
making America healthier, 
and these are positive steps to¬ 
ward the goal of solving the 
problem of childhood obesity. 
McDonald's has continued to 
evolve its menu, and I look 
forward to hearing about the 
progress of today's commit¬ 
ments, as well as efforts in the 
years to come." 

McDonald's will begin 
rolling out the new Happy 
Meal in September, with the 
goal of having them available 
in all 14,000 restaurants in 
early 2012. 

The new Happy Meal will 
also include the choice of a 
hamburger, cheeseburger or 
Chicken McNuggets, and op¬ 
tions for low-fat milk. 


Measles kill over 1,000 
DR Congo children 
since January: UN 



KINSHASA (AFP)- A measles 
epidemic has killed 1,145 chil¬ 
dren in the Democratic Repub¬ 
lic of Congo since January, the 
UN's Humanitarian Affairs 
mission in Kinshasa said. 

The epidemic "has already 
affected 115,600 children and 


killed 1,145" between January 
and June, the UN Office for 
the Coordination of Humani¬ 
tarian Affairs (OCHA) said in 
a statement. 

This prompted the vaccina¬ 
tion of 3.1 million children 
across five provinces it added. 

The campaign swung into 
action in May after the NGO 
Medecins Sans Frontieres 
(MSF) deplored "the lack of 
reactivity" of organisations 
like the World Health Organi¬ 
sation to what it termed an 
"uncontrollable" epidemic. 

The DR Congo is also bat¬ 
tling cholera and polio epi¬ 
demics.

US lawmakers war over debt 
as world warily watches 


WASHINGTON(AFP) - The 
White House threatened Tues¬ 
day that President Baraek 
Obama would veto a two-step 
Republiean debt deal, amid 
mounting global fears the 
world’s top eeonomy is on the 
brink of default. 

As the dollar slid to new 
lows and stoek markets wob¬ 
bled, the White House raised 
the stakes as Obama’s Demo- 
eratie allies and his Republi¬ 
ean foes remained deadloeked 
in a bitter battle to raise the 
$14.3 trillion debt limit. 

With a week to go before 
the United States hits an Au¬ 
gust 2 deadline and runs out of 
funds, Republiean House 
Speaker John Boehner insisted 
his plan to raise the eeiling in 
two stages was the only ’’rea¬ 
sonable approaeh.” 

But in a solemn address to 
the nation late Monday, 
Obama said a two-stage debt 
eeiling inerease was ’’kieking 
the ean further down the road” 
and would only plunge the 
eountry into erisis onee again 
in six months time. 

” We ean’t allow the Ameri- 
ean people to beeome eollat- 
eral damage to Washington’s 
politieal warfare,” Obama 
said, warning of a ’’deep eeo- 
nomie erisis” if the United 
States, still emerging from re- 
eession, defaults. 

The Offiee of Management 
and Budget said Tuesday the 
US administration ’’strongly 
opposes” the Boehner plan 
and if it is presented to Obama 
’’the president’s senior advisors 
would reeommend that he veto 
this bill.”

Saudis offers India crude 
to make up for Iran cut: 
report 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - Saudi 
Arabia has agreed to sell three 
million barrels of extra crude 
oil to India to make up for a 
possible supply cut by Iran 
over billions of dollars in un¬ 
paid bills, a report said Tues¬ 
day. 

Saudi Aramco, the national 
oil firm of Saudi Arabia, will 
supply one million barrels 
each to Indian oil groups Essar 
Oil, Bharat Petroleum and 
Hindustan Petroleum in Au¬ 
gust, the Press Trust of India 
quoted unnamed officials as 
saying. 

India’s Mangalore Refinery, 
too, is in talks to contract sim¬ 
ilar volumes, the news agency 
said. 

Tehran warned late last 
month it would halt shipments 
to India from next month un¬ 
less the payments dispute was 
resolved. 


India is Iran’s second 
largest client after China and 
absorbs about 20 percent of its 
crude exports, but Indian firms 
have been struggling for more 
than six months to pay Tehran 
due to international banking 
sanctions imposed on the Is¬ 
lamic republic over its nuclear 
programme. 

The unpaid bills now total 
more than $5 billion, accord¬ 
ing to the Indian government. 

Annual trade between India 
and Iran stands at an estimated 
$12 billion, with India pur¬ 
chasing some 400,000 barrels 
of Iranian crude per day. 

India’s oil minister S. Jaipal 
Reddy said late last week al¬ 
ternative supplies were being 
arranged to meet any shortfall 
of oil from Tehran from coun¬ 
tries such as Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait and Iraq as well as 
from Latin America.

’’The large trader report¬ 
ing rule will significantly bol¬ 
ster our ability to oversee the 
US securities markets in a 
time when trades can be 
transacted in milliseconds or 
faster,” Schapiro said. 

The SEC drafted the new 
rules after a lengthy analysis 
of the ’’flash crash”, which 
was triggered when a trader 
using a high-speed trading 
program placed an order to 
sell $4 billion of futures con¬ 
tracts. 

Other high-speed trading 
programs followed suit, lead¬ 
ing to a huge sell-off in which 
the Dow plunged close to 
1,000 points, although it re¬ 
covered most of its losses 
within minutes. 

The incident spooked in¬ 
vestors and led to criticism of 
high-speed trading firms, 
who have been estimated to 
account for as much as 70 
percent of all trades con¬ 
ducted on US stock markets.

The currency has gained

The UN’s Economic Com¬ 
mission for Latin America 
(ECLA) forecasts that this 
year the region will expand by 
4.7 percent. 

Panama will lead the way 
growing some 8.5 percent, fol¬ 
lowed by Argentina at 8.3 per¬ 
cent. None is worried about 
contagion from the eurozone 
or US financial crises. But 
what is worrying them is infla¬ 
tion and currency apprecia¬ 
tion. 

Surging currencies in gen¬ 
eral have been strongly posi¬ 
tive for regional companies. 
They have attracted foreign in¬ 
vestment and have increased 
buying power in overseas mar¬ 
kets for local firms and the 
people. This ends up boosting 
economic growth. 

But rapid growth also fuels 
the spiral of inflation, which 
can eventually snuff out the 
benefits of growth and also 
cause hardship for those on the 
lower rungs of society. 

And while exporters can 
earn more dollars for their 
products, they can also be con¬ 
fronted with rising world 
prices for raw materials, and 
their exports may rise in price 
on foreign markets.

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Family, friends say goodbye 
to 'angel' Amy Winehouse 



LONDON (AFP) - Amy 
Winehouse's family and 
friends paid their last respects 
to the troubled British soul 
singer at her funeral on Tues¬ 
day, three days after the 27- 
year-old was found dead at 
her London home. 

Her father Mitch Wine- 
house ended his eulogy with 
the heartbreaking words: 
"Goodnight my angel, sleep 
tight. Mummy and Daddy 
love you ever so much." 

He and his ex-wife Janis 
have said they were "devas¬ 
tated" by the death of their 
daughter, who was one of the 
finest British singers of her 
generation but had struggled 
with addictions to alcohol and 
drugs. 

A post-mortem examina¬ 
tion on Monday failed to es¬ 
tablish a formal cause of 
death, and police said the re¬ 
sults of further toxicology 
tests could take between two 
and four weeks. However, her 
death is not being viewed as 
suspicious. 

DJ Mark Ronson, who 
produced most of the 2006 
album "Back to Black" which 
catapulted Winehouse to in¬ 
ternational stardom, was 
among several hundred peo¬ 


ple attending the Jewish fu¬ 
neral at Edgwarebury Ceme¬ 
tery in northwest London. 

The service included 
prayers in English and He¬ 
brew and ended with every¬ 
one singing Winehouse's 
favourite song, "So Far 
Away" by Carole King. 

After the service, the 
singer's body was taken to a 
nearby crematorium, where a 
smaller group would say 
goodbye, before the family 
begin two days of mourning. 

"Mitch was funny, he told 
some great stories from child¬ 
hood about how headstrong 


she was, and clearly the fam¬ 
ily and friends recognised 
the stories and laughed 
along," a spokesman said af¬ 
terwards. 

Winehouse’s boyfriend, 
Reg Traviss, told The Sun 
newspaper on Tuesday that 
the past few days had been 
"hell". 

Traviss had been dating 
Winehouse for two years, 
following her divorce from 
Blake Fielder-Civil in July 
2009. Their two-year mar¬ 
riage had been tempestuous, 
and Fielder-Civil spent part of 
it behind bars for attacking a 
pub landlord. 

With her sultry vocals, 
Winehouse became an inter¬ 
national star with "Back to 
Black", her second and last 
album, which won her five 
Grammy awards and also 
contained her biggest-selling 
single "Rehab". 

The singer is expected to 
top the British charts when 
they come out on Sunday fol¬ 
lowing a huge surge in de¬ 
mand for "Back to Black" and 
her debut album, "Frank", re¬ 
leased in 2003.

"For the first time in 36 
years, the Toronto Interna¬ 
tional Film Festival will open 
with a documentary," said 
event co-director Cameron 
Bailey. 

"From The Sky Down," 
which tells the story of the 
popular Irish band, is directed 
by David Guggenheim, who 
won an Oscar for "An Incon¬ 
venient Truth" on climate 


change featuring former US 
vice president A1 Gore. 

The Toronto event is North 
America’s largest film festival 
and has traditionally been a 
key event for Oscar-conscious 
studios and distributors be¬ 
cause it is attended by a sizable 
contingent of North American 
media. 

Unlike the Cannes and 
Berlin festivals, Toronto does 
not have an official competi¬ 
tion or award jury prizes, but 
an audience prize is handed 
out.

Beckham, Henry see chance to 
shock Man United 
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Phelps suffers shock defeat 
in Shanghai

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SHANGHAI (AFP) 
Michael Phelps' rocky season 
took another turn for the 
worse Tuesday when the 14- 
time Olympic gold medallist 
was stunned in the world 
championships 200m 

freestyle by US team-mate 
Ryan Lochte. 

Phelps led over the first 
100m until Lochte surged 
from third place to claim a 
narrow win in Imin 44.44sec, 
with defending champion 
Paul Biedermann of Ger¬ 
many third. 

The result means Phelps, 
the Olympic champion and 
former world record-holder 
in the event, fails to regain 
the crown he lost to super¬ 
suit-wearing Biedermann two 
years ago. South Korea's Park 
Tae-Hwan was fourth. 

"I think that if I was on the 
other side of the pool that 
race could have been played 
a little different. I think I 
woke him up in the first 100 
and he went with it," Phelps 
said. 

"I can't complain. Pm 
bummed I didn't win. But at 
the same time with what 
we've done over the last 18 
months. I'm over a second 


faster than I was last year and 
a second-and-a-half off my 
best time in a suit." 

Phelps remains on course 
for a possible five gold 
medals in Shanghai, which 
would match his haul in 
Rome two years ago. He 
claimed bronze on Sunday 
when the United States suf¬ 
fered a rare defeat in the 
4x100m freestyle relay. 

Meanwhile Camille La- 
court and Jeremy Stravius 
bizarrely became France's 
first male world champions - 
- in the same race. Both 
swimmers won the 100m 
backstroke in 52.76, in only 
the second such incident in 
world championships history. 

The unusual result echoes 
2007's 100m freestyle world 
title race when Italy's Filippo 
Magnini and Brent Hayden 
of Canada both topped the 
podium with identical times 
of 48.43. 

In other results, America's 
Rebecca Soni defended her 
100m breaststroke world 
crown ahead of Olympic 
champion Leisel Jones of 
Australia and Asian title- 
holder Ji Liping of China. 

And Zhao Jing secured 


China's second swimming 
gold in another upset win 
when she beat Olympic title- 
holder Natalie Coughlin into 
third place in the women's 
100m backstroke. 

Zhao finished in 59.05sec, 
just one-hundredth of a sec¬ 
ond faster than 2009 silver- 
medallist Anastasia Zueva of 
Russia. 

"The really difficult thing 
about backstroke is you never 
really know where you are in 
the race. In prelims yesterday 
morning I thought I was in 
fourth place and I was 
ahead," Coughlin said. 

"Being that the meet's here 
in Shanghai I knew the Chi¬ 
nese were going to be very, 
very strong." 

The win for Zhao, 20, fol¬ 
lows 15-year-old Ye Shiwen's 
stunning triumph for China in 
the women's 200m individual 
medley, when she shocked 
the reigning world and 
Olympic champions on Mon¬ 
day. 

Also on Tuesday, Danish 
800m world champion Lotte 
Friis built an early lead and 
stayed ahead to win the 
women's 1500m by six sec¬ 
onds from American world 
record-holder Kate Ziegler 
and China's Li Xuanxu. 

But most attention focused 
on Phelps, who has said he is 
into the final year of his ca¬ 
reer as he builds towards 
London 2012, where he will 
aim to add to his 14 Olympic 
titles — including a record- 
breaking eight in Beijing. 

The 26-year-old Baltimore 
Bullet admits he has strug¬ 
gled for motivation since the 
2008 Games, and has 
slumped to a series of shock 
defeats this season. But he 
says he is back on track and 
training well under coach 
Bob Bowman. 
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LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Un¬ 
defeated Saul Alvarez will de¬ 
fend his World Boxing Council 
super welterweight title on 
September 17 at Los Angeles 
against Mexican compatriot 
Alfonso Gomez, promoters an¬ 
nounced on Tuesday.

Alvarez, nicknamed 
"Canelo" or Cinnamon, is 37- 
0 with one draw and 27 
knockouts. The 21-year-old 
from Guadalajara won the 
vacant crown in March with 
a unanimous 12-round deci¬ 
sion over Britain's Matthew 
Hatton and defended the title 
last month in his hometown 
against British shoutpaw 
Ryan Rhodes. 

"I feel confident I'm going 
to win," Alvarez said. "I hope 
the fight will be explosive be¬ 
cause that's what fans will be 
looking for between two 
Mexican warriors like us." 

Gomez, also from 
Guadalajara, is 23-4 with two 
drawn and 12 knockouts. He 
is on a five-fight win streak 
and taking his second shot at 
a world title. 

"I know Canelo's team 
thinks I'm just another notch 
on his belt, but it's not the 
first time a popular fighter 
made the same mistake," 
Gomez said.

Worries persist over Brazil readiness for 2014 



FIFA WORLD CUP 

BfASil 

SAO PAULO (AFP) - FIFA 
will Saturday fire the starting 
gun for the build-up to the 
2014 World Cup in Brazil, 
with the qualifying draw in 
Rio. 

But lingering worries over 
seeurity and the eountry's in- 
frastmeture eontinue to oc- 
eupy the minds of organisers. 

Several of the 12 venues, 
ineluding the mythieal Mara- 
eana in Rio, remain either be¬ 
hind sehedule on 
eonstruction or renovation, 
and/or over budget. 

A mooted new venue in 
Natal in the north east of the 
huge eountry of almost 200 
million people has yet to see 
the light of day and another in 
Minas Gerais state in the 
south east is behind sehedule 
owing to worker protests. 

"If work goes on at its cur¬ 
rent rate, when we have the 
Confederations Cup a year 
before the World Cup, there 
won't be matches in Rio and 
Sao Paulo - the World Cup 
venues won't be ready," FIFA 
president Sepp Blatter fretted 
in March. 

Organisers in Rio say they 
believe that the Maracana 
will finally be spick and span 
in time - but only after reno¬ 
vations costing some 625 
million dollars. 

Brazilian President Dilma 
Rousseff insists that the con¬ 
struction programme "will be 
duly completed on time," in 


the words of her Ministry of 
Sports assessor Alcino 
Rocha. 

But above and beyond the 
stadium costs further associ¬ 
ated public funds of public 
investment are still required 
to the tune of an estimated 
11.4 billion dollars. 

Much of that will go on 
improving the road network, 
boosting hotel capacity, rein¬ 
forcing security, modernising 
telecommunications systems 
and also improving air traffic 
capacity with the current net¬ 
work's capacity already full 
to bursting point. 

A major influx of tourism 
on a nationwide scale would 
likely see the system col¬ 
lapse, causing chaos to the 
travel plans of hundreds of 
thousands of fans. 

"During June and July 
2014, the Cup will generate 
an additional flow of some 
2.25 million passengers 
through Brazilian airports," 
according to a report from the 
Getulio Vargas Foundation 
and consultancy Ernst & 
Young Terco. 

That influx corresponds 
only to median passenger 
numbers for the summer of 
2009, meaning extra capacity 
is sorely needed. 

"To deal with this increase 
investments of 1.213 billion 
reals" - or some 777.5 million 
dollars - will be undertaken, 
according to the report. 

Official reports warn that 
of 13 airports being expanded 
in time for the Copa to serve 
the 12 venues, nine will not 
be completed on time. 

"One cannot see this issue 
just in terms of the Cup - 
there has to be planning so 
that the investments can be 
signed off and approved," 
Marcos Nicolas, executive 
director of Ernst & Young 
Terco, told APR 

The government has al¬ 
ready launched plans to pri¬ 
vatise several major airports, 
including Guarulhos, serving 


Sao Paulo, Viracopos (Camp¬ 
inas) and Brasilia. 

Although officials say 
things are coming together, 
respected sports journalist 
Celso Unzelte warns that the 
country's "structural prob¬ 
lems... won't get resolved in 


three years." 

Unzelte indicated to AFP: 
"The event will go ahead as 
FIFA dropped the level of its 
demands" for the hosting of 
the jamboree. 

And Unzelte added that, 
despite former president Fuiz 


Inacio Fula da Silva insisting 
the country would pull it off^ 
Brazil in reality "cannot as¬ 
pire to host the best World 
Cup in history," even as it 
strains to modernise as fast as 
possible to meet expecta¬ 
tions. 
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
